REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1933. 


Acting  on  the  instructions  of  the  Board  of  Management  we,  the 
undersigned  beg  to  present  the  following  report : — 

During  the  past  year  the  Hospital  has  continued  to  pursue  the 
even  tenor  of  its  accustomed  ways  and  work  without  any  extraordinary 
happenings  or  unwonted  interruptions,  hut  its  services  have  been 
none  the  less  valuable. 

By  reference  to  pages  10  and  11  the  numbers  of  admissions, 
discharges  and  treatments  will  be  readily  seen. 

We  are,  unfortunately,  not  in  a  position  to  submit  a  very  satis¬ 
factory  report  of  the  Hospital’s  financial  position.  There  is  an 
adverse  balance  of  £569  4s.  8d,  This  includes  a  sum  of  about  £70 
still  owing  on  the  Lift  Fund.  We  would  point  out  that  under  the 
recently  adopted  voluntary  system  of  patients’  contributions  we 
receive  very  nearly  £100  less  per  annum  than  we  received  under  the 
compulsory  system  of  payment.  It  would  be  regretable  if  we  should 
have  to  revert  to  this  latter  system,  but  in  the  past  twelve  months  the 
donations  from  out-patients  have  been  only  £17  9s.  lOd.  and  from 
in-patients  £218  11s.  6d. 

In  1932,  as  was  reported,  the  Hospital  received  no  legacies  ;  in 
1933  it  has  benefited  to  the  extent  of  £500  from  the  estate  of  the  late 
Mrs.  Patterson  ;  £100  from  that  of  the  late  Mrs.  G.  P.  Rich  ;  £54  (on 
account)  from  that  of  the  late  Mr.  W.  Radford  and  £50  from  that  of 
the  late  Mr.  W.  A  Selby.  Also  Donations  to  the  extent  of  a  sum  of 
£922  2s.  5d.  have  been  received.  This  amount  includes  £  1 55  10s.  Od. 
the  result  of  the  magnificient  effort  of  Godmanohester,  £60  from 
Bluntisham,  and  £50  from  Needingworth  and  many  other  substantial 
sums  from  numerous  small  villages,  all  of  which  prove  their  sustained 
interest  in  the  Hospital. 

Though  the  “  Hunts.  Post  Bunny  Fellowship  ”  has  not  actually 
handed  over  any  sum  of  money  for  the  endowment  of  their  cot  in  the 
past  year  yet  we  understand  the  membership  has  increased  to  nearly 
seven  thousand  and  the  children’s  contributions  have  been  so  generous 
that  it  is  highly  probable  that  the  endowment  of  their  first  cot  will  be 
completed  in  the  coming  year. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  an  appeal  was  made  to  annual  subscribers 
to  sign  Deeds  of  Covenant  to  continue  their  subscriptions  and  so 
benefit  the  Hospital  as  regards  Income  Tax.  Eighty-six  subscribers 
have  responded  to  that  appeal  with  the  result  that  the  Hospital  has 
reaped  the  benefit  of  £71  2s.  Od.  in  respect  of  repayment  of  Income 
Tax. 
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It  is  also  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  record  that  Sir  Arthur  Dilley 
very  kindly  attended  before  the  Hunts.  Assessment  Committee  and 
appealed  for  a  reduction  in  the  assessment  of  the  Hospital  and 
succeeded  in  getting  it  reduced  from  £130  to  £40. 

The  Matron’s  annual  Pound  Day  was  again  most  successful.  In 
addition  to  £11  17s.  6d.  in  money,  she  received  5496-lbs.  of  various 
commmodities  and  3361  eggs.  Practically  every  town  and  village 
in  the  area  contributed  generously. 

On  Sunday,  19th  November,  1933,  an  orchestral  concert  was 
given  by  the  Cambridge  Y.M.C.A.  Orchestra  under  the  conductorship 
of  Mr.  Parkinson.  The  Orchestra,  consisting  of  about  forty  musicians 
gave  their  services  voluntarily,  and  the  expenses  of  transport  and  their 
entertainment  were  generously  given  by  our  assistant  secretary, 
Mr.  A.  E.  Peacock  and  his  son,  and  £10  was  paid  to  the  Hospital 
funds.  The  Board’s  appreciation  has  been  recorded  in  the  Minutes. 

On  the  Friday  before  Christmas,  the  Matron,  Sisters  and  Nurses 
very  kindly  invited  a  large  number  of  residents  in  the  county  to  visit 
and  inspect  the  Hospital.  The  Earl  of  Sandwich  gave  a  short  and 
most  interesting  address  on  the  Hospital’s  work,  after  which  the 
guests  were  conducted  round  the  wards  which  had  been  beautifully 
and  ingeniously  decorated  for  Christmas.  Tea  was  served  in  the  Hall 
and  Board  Room  by  the  Nurses  and  the  Staff.  This  entertainment  not 
only  afforded  all  the  visitors  a  very  pleasant  afternoon,  but  did  much 
to  stimulate  their  interest  in  the  Hospital. 

Once  again  we  would  express  the  most  sincere  thanks  of  the 
Board  to  all  those  friends  of  the  Hospital  who  organize  Hospital 
Parades,  Social  Entertainments  and  Carol  Singing;  to  the  Members 
of  the  Bunny  Fellowship  ;  to  the  local  Press  ;  to  the  Clergy  and 
people  of  all  denominations  who  give  Harvest  Festival  and  other 
Collections  ;  to  those  ladies  of  the  various  districts  in  the  area  who 
supervise  the  collection  of  subscriptions  and  all  those  who  help  them; 
to  our  many  annual  subscribers,  to  our  honorary  Medical  Staff,  and 
last  but  not  least  to  the  Matron,  Sisters  and  Nurses  for  their  loyal 
service. 

It  was  with  profound  regret  and  very  deep  concern  that  we 
received  and  were  compelled  to  accept  the  resignation  of  Lt. -Colonel 
Rouse  who  has  left  the  district.  Although  Honorary  Secretary  for 
so  short  a  time  he  had  for  some  vears  taken  an  active  interest  in  the

administration  of  the  Hospital  and  had  a  very  intimate  knowledge  of 
its  work.  The  Board  has  placed  on  record  its  sincere  appreciation 
of  his  work  and  its  sense  of  gratitude  to  him  for  his  unfailing  and 
devoted  interest. 
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Another  unavoidable  resignation  we  regret  to  have  to  report  is 
that  of  the  Eev.  G.  Y.  Burder  who  has  had  to  give  up  his  post 
of  Chaplain,  owing  to  ill-health.  He  will  he  greatly  missed  by" the 
staff  and  patients.  His  place  is  taken  by  the  Rev.  T.  P.  Symonds, 
Curate  of  All  Saints,  whom  the  Board  is  glad  to  welcome.  The 
Eev.  E.  H.  Vigers  kindly  acted  as  Chaplain  for  some  weeks  during 
the  Eev.  C.  Y.  Burder’s  illness  and  a  unanimous  vote  of  thanks  for 
his  services  has  been  passed  and  recorded  by  the  Board.
